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Turkey’s corn production and trade estimates were revised in GAIN Report TU2032 and remain
unchanged at thistime. The previous report reflected a sgnificant increase in corn imports during the
firgt haf of 2002. During its harvest (and due to increased duties), Turkey is not expected to import
corn in the coming months. Once the duty is lowered later thisfdl, Turkey is expected to import
goproximately one million tons of corn.

Turkey’ swheset production for 2002 is estimated to be dightly lower at 17.5 million tons. Officid
estimates remain much higher. Mot parties agree that quality remains a concern for Turkey. New
seed varieties have not been developed or introduced in many years and the sunni pest problem
continuesto persis.

Turkey’sMY 2001 import estimate was reduced dightly, and its export figure was increased dightly
resulting in alower ending-stock number. The export forecast for MY 2002 was lowered dightly and
stocks are forecast to increase as aresult.

One of the more interesting developments for this year’s wheat marketing year is the procurement
policy and its effects on imports. The Turkish Grain Board (TMO) has announced a series of
procurement prices which have not attracted farmer interest. Asaresult, TMO has not been able to
procur as much whest asit would like. In response, TMO recently tendered to import wheat (duty
free) under bilaterd agreements with the EU and Black Sea countries. On Sept. 03, Turkey collected
offers under atender to import 140,000 tons from the EU, Hungary and Romania. (Maximum 100,000
from EU; 30,000 from Hungary and 10,000 from Romania.)

This policy won't change the level of marketing year imports - what has changed are the importers and
thetiming. Every year Turkey imports about 300,000 tons of reatively high qudity wheet under this
sysem. Last year, however, it was the private sector that was given permission to import, and the
imports took place much later in the season.
